Supreme Court decision 
curbs claims against HMOs 

WAS H I N GTO N I Patients can’t seek fat damage 
awards in court if their HMOs refuse to pay 
for doctor-recommended medical care, the 
Supreme Court ruled Monday, rejecting argu- 
ments that the threat of multimillion- dollar 
lawsuits keeps insurance companies honest. 

The unanimous decision invalidated 
an important part of patient rights laws 
in several states and tossed a political hot 
potato back to Congress. Lawmakers have 
tried repeatedly and failed to pass national 
patient protections. 

Health insurers argued to Congress and 
again in the Supreme Court that enormous 
jury awards drive up the cost of health care 
for everyone and might lead some employ- 
ers to drop their health plans. 

The court said HMOs are shielded from 
lawsuits in state courts, where juries are more 
apt to side with victims and order multimillion- 
dollar judgments from insurance companies. 

Relying on a federal pension benefit law 
that predates the rise of managed care, the 
court said patients may pursue claims only 
in federal courts. There, awards are capped 
at only the cost of medical services the HMO 
would not cover. 

The ruling affects the roughly 72 million 
people covered by HMOs. It applies to a gray 
area of medicine and insurance, where doc- 
tors belong to a closed network overseen by 
administrators, who may not be doctors but 
who nonetheless decide what the company

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Rocket Punches Into Space 



Historic private flight 
considered key step in 
path to space tourism 

MOJAVE,CALIF. I An ungainly-look- 
ing rocket plane punched through 
the Earth’s atmosphere and then 
glided home to a desert landing 
Monday in history’s first privately 
financed manned spaceflight — a 
voyage that could hasten the day 
when the final frontier is opened 
up to paying customers. 

Pilot Mike Melvill took 
SpaceShipOne 62.2 miles above 
Earth, just a little more than 400 
feet above the distance considered 
to be the boundary of space. The 
flight lasted just 90 minutes. 

The spaceship was carried aloft 
under the belly of a carrier jet. The 
jet then released the spaceship, and 
its rocket engine ignited, sending 
it hurtling toward space at nearly 
three times the speed of sound. 


Melvill, 63, said seeing the cur- 
vature of the Earth was “almost a 
religious experience.” 

“It was really an awesome sight,” 
he said. “It was like nothing I’d ever 
seen before, and it blew me away.” 

The flight is an important 


step toward winning the Ansari 
X Prize, a $10 million award for 
the first privately financed three - 
seat spacecraft to reach an alti- 
tude of 62 miles and repeat the 
difficult feat within two weeks.

Divided high court 
rules people must 
reveal identity if asked 

WASHINGTON | A sharply divided 
Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that people who refuse to give 
their names to police can be 
arrested, even if they’ve done noth- 
ing wrong. 

The court previously had said 
police may briefly detain people 
they suspect of wrongdoing, with- 
out any proof. But until now, the 
justices had never held that dur- 
ing those encounters a person must 
reveal their identity. 

The court’s 5-4 decision upholds 
laws in at least 21 states giving police 
the right to ask people their name 
and jail those who don’t cooperate. 
Law enforcement officials say iden- 
tification requests are a routine part 
of detective work. 

Privacy advocates say the deci- 
sion gives police too much access 
to personal information. 

The loser in Monday’s decision 
was Nevada cattle rancher Larry 
Hiibel, who was arrested and con- 
victed of a misdemeanor after he 
told a deputy that he didn’t have to 
give out his name or show an ID.

New Rules 
For Safer 
Surgeries 

Hospitals take steps 
to prevent operating 
on wrong body part 

WASHINGTON I Starting July 1, oper- 
ating rooms are supposed to be a 
little safer: Surgical teams must 
take new steps to prevent oper- 
ating on the wrong body part or 
wrong patient. 

Hospital regulators hope the 
new rules will finally put an end 
to growing reports of wrong- site, 
wrong-procedure and wrong- 
patient surgeries. 

This isn’t wrong surgery because 
of a misdiagnosis, but mixups inside 
the operating room. In one infamous 
case in 1995, a doctor amputated 
the wrong foot on a patient named 
Willie King. 

But reports range from removing 
the wrong organ to drilling into the 
wrong side of a patient’s skull. 

Among the rules, the surgeon 
must literally sign the incision site, 
while the patient is awake if possi- 
ble, with a marker that won’t wash

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Generals Face Questioning 

Defendants win ruling 
to ask top brass about 
abuse of Iraqi prisoners 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Lawyers for two 
defendants in the Abu Ghraib pris- 
on scandal won the right Monday to 
question top U.S. generals to bolster 
arguments their clients were follow- 
ing lawful orders in their treatment 
of inmates. 

The order, issued by a military 
judge at pretrial hearings, com- 
pels Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez, the 
top U.S. commander in Iraq, 
Gen. John Abizaid, chief of the 
U.S. Central Command, to give 
depositions. 

The defense will also have access 
to Maj. Gen. Geoffrey Miller, who 
was in charge of the Guantanamo 
Bay prison camp and now runs 
U.S. detention facilities in Iraq. 
Questioning senior officers who 
run the Iraq war could shed light 
on interrogation techniques and 
help determine how far responsi- 
bility for the abuse extends up the 
chain of command. 

However, the military judge. 
Col. James Pohl, rejected motions 
by counsel for Sgt. Javal S. Davis 
and Spc. Charles A. Graner Jr. to 
compel testimony from Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld. 

The judge also declared Abu 
Ghraib a crime scene that should 
not be destroyed. President Bush 
had offered to tear down the pris- 
on to remove the stain of abuse, 
but Iraqi authorities have shown

S. Korea to Deploy Iraq Force 

No change in plans despite threat to kill hostage 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | South Korea 
said Monday it will go ahead with 
plans to send troops to Iraq despite 
the abduction of a South Korean 
man and the televised broadcast of 
his desperate pleas to stay alive. 

The kidnapping tested South

Britain confirmed it had lost 
contact with a patrol of three small 
vessels that Royal Navy personnel 
were delivering to an Iraqi river 
patrol. It said Britain was in con- 
tact with Iran to determine the 
circumstances of the seizure and 
whether the detainees were Royal 
Navy boat crews. 

The waterway that divides Iran 
and Iraq has long been a source 
of tension between the neighbors.

Wachovia Buys SouthTrust for $I4.3B 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. I Banking giant 
Wachovia Corp. is buying competi- 
tor SouthTrust Corp. in a $14.3 bil- 
lion deal that will make it the larg- 
est bank in the Southeast. 

The deal, announced Monday, 
will give Wachovia entry to the large 
Texas market, where SouthTrust 
has 60 branches in key areas, and 


bolster its business in eight other 
southern states. 

Wachovia said it plans to close 
between 130 and 150 branch offic- 
es and eliminate about 4,300 jobs 
after the merger is completed, many 
through attrition. 

The enlarged Wachovia will 
have $464 billion in assets and 


market capitalization of $76 bil- 
lion, maintaining its position as 
the nation’s fourth-largest bank 
in terms of assets. 

Wachovia currently has $411 
billion in assets, with banking 
operations in 11 Eastern states 
and Washington, D.C. SouthTrust 
has $52.7 billion in assets and 
does business in nine Southern 
states.

Once the mutt of the marketing 
world, ads for pet prescription drugs 
now flaunt the sophistication of a 
purebred poodle. Drug companies 
are chasing the success of Viagra, 
Allegra, Prilosec and other human 
drugs whose marketing campaigns 
turned them into top sellers. 

The goal: fetch some of the $18 
billion American households spend 
yearly on veterinary expenses. More 
than 71 million households own a 
cat or dog, and a growing number 
view pets as family members wor- 
thy of the best, from health care to 
doggie spas and pet day care. 

The advertising, Salzman said, 
“invents guilt that maybe other peo- 
ple are doing something for their

Although the drug helped 
Woerman’s previous dog, drug- 
maker Pfizer pulled the ads after 
the drug’s widespread use revealed 
lethal side effects for some breeds.

Filmmakers Carlos Sandoval and 
Catherine Tambini spent nearly a 
year examining Farmingville, a sub- 
urb halfway between Manhattan 


and the Hamptons. 

The film, which kicks off the 
17th season of the series “P.O.V.,” 
chronicles the arrival of about 1,500 
Mexicans over several years and 


their impact on the community. It 
airs tonight at 10 p.m. on PBS. 

Many longtime residents became 
alarmed when dozens — then hun- 
dreds — of men started showing 


up on street corners and at strip 
malls, seeking work. Landscapers, 
builders, painters and other con- 
tractors soon began hiring them as 
day laborers, paying cash. 

Citizens soon complained that as 
many as 20 or 30 immigrants were 
cramming into one- and two -fam- 
ily houses, creating neighborhood 
health and safety concerns. 

Farmingville attracted nation- 
al attention in September 2000, 
when two men lured two Mexican 
day laborers to an abandoned fac- 
tory and beat them severely. More 
recently, a group of area teenagers 
pleaded guilty to firebombing a 
Mexican family’s house. 

The film chronicles the lives of 
the immigrants, mostly men who 
send large chunks of their earn- 
ings to relatives, and the concerns 
of local residents and politicians. 

The Rev. Allan Ramirez, pastor 
of the Brookville Reformed Church, 
said the documentary “takes us to 
the core of the struggles ... and helps 
us to understand the dynamics 
involved. Even though it is shown 
through the local level, there are 
national dynamics at work here.”

Madonna is getting the hang of 
this kiddie -book thing. 

“Yakov and the Seven Thieves” is 
the third installment of Madonna’s 
five-book series for Callaway 
Editions, and it’s the best, mostly 
because there is nothing Material 
Girlish about it. (Her first book, 
“The English Roses,” focused on a 
catty group of girls illustrated in a 
very fashion -forward manner.) 

The fairy-tale artwork in 
“Yakov,” by Russian painter 
Gennady Spirin, brings authen- 
ticity to the story about a sick boy, 
desperate dad and wise old man in 
an eastern European village in the 
18th century.

WHAT IT IS: Wh ile the rest of the 
city snores, Thompson Boat Center 
bustles with people itching to get out 
on the Potomac in long, thin boats. 
There are bufffolks in matching span- 
dex who race out into the water. And 
then there arethe ones who don’t 
know what they’re doing — the stu- 
dents in the beginning sweep course. 
Overten sessions, instructor Brandi 
Kerrigan whips a rag-tag bunch into 
a team of rowers ready to take on any 
boat of prep schoolers. (Sweepers 
row with one oar; lessons in sculling, 
which requires each person to use 
two oars, are also available.) 

CROWD: Teens planning on joining 
their school’s crew teams row with 
people old enough to be their parents 
(and some people who are their par- 
ents). Most of them have never sat in 
ashell untiltheirsecond day of class; 


the first day is devoted to examining 
the equipment and picking upthe 
basics on ergometers, those rowing 
machines that sit lonely in most gyms. 

LINGO: To be seaworthy, remember 
that starboards row on their left sides 
and ports row on the right. Stick the 
oar blade vertically into the water to 
“check” or “square” it, and lay it flat 
on the water to “feather.” If Kerrigan 
shouts, “way enough,” stop. 

MOVES: “Arms, body, legs,” is Kerri- 
gan’s mantra. In a motion that works 
most of your body, slideyour buttfor- 
ward and then, pushing off your legs, 
bring the oar through the water with 
your arms. Once you’ve got the stroke 
down, it’s time to master the art of 


synchronizing with your boat-mates. 
Initial attempts, with oars hitting the 
water at random times, are sure to be 
bumpy, splashy rides. Because the 
beginning boat won’t be flying down 
the river just yet, the biggest strain on 
the muscles comes from lugging the 
hefty shell out to the water. 

GARB: No need to get all fancy before 
sunrise. Justtoss on a T-shirt, shorts 
and shoes that are easy to slip on and

MICHAEL NOONE , law professor at 
Catholic University and a retired U.S. 
Air Force military lawyer, was online 
Monday to discuss a U.S. Army judge’s 
decision to require military command- 
ers to be questioned about detainee 
abuse at Iraq’s Abu Ghraib prison. 


Does the judge’s decision mean 
that Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez and 
other top brass will be testifying? 

No, it does not. It gives the 
defense the opportunity to send writ- 
ten questions or to seek to interview 
them and then to persuade the judge 
that the information the defense has 
gotten is relevant to the court mar- 
tial. If the judge concludes that the 
testimony is relevant, then the gener- 
als will be called as witnesses. 

What about the news that the judge 
wants Abu Ghraib to be considered 
a crime scene. Everyone knows it 
is. So what’s new in this? 

No news, but a legal problem will 
come up. The judge’s order has to be 
obeyed by military personnel, but 
once the prison is turned over to the 
Iraqis his order is ineffective. 

Have these lawyers watched “A 
Few Good Men” too many times? I 
believe someone planted the idea 
in the minds of some of these MPs 
that sexual activity might be help- 
ful in breaking down prisoners, but 
I doubt anyone will ever admit that. 

The defense will argue that the 
generals’ testimony is relevant to the 
soldiers’ defense that they believed 
their behavior was lawful. 

A soldier is not legally permit- 
ted to claim that he was following 
orders if the order was manifestly 
illegal. But if the guidance from 
higher headquarters was ambig- 
uous enough so that the soldier 
could claim he thought he was 
acting properly, that would give 
him a good defense.
